1. (Cancelled) A portabl e vis e and saw combination comprising: 

(i) a portabl e vis e ass e mbly including: 

(a) a base having thr ee s e ts of substantially id e ntical e ngaging surfac e s, at l e ast on e 
of said e ngaging surfac e s b e ing ori e nt e d orthogonally to the oth e r two surfac e s; 

(b) a plurality of clamps, on e clamp cooperativ e ly positioned ov e r e ach s e t of 
e ngaging surfac e s; 

(c) a first of said clamps is to attach said portabl e vis e to a support, a second of said 
clamps is to s e cure a workpi e c e to said portabl e vis e , and said third clamp is to s e cur e a port 
able saw in an ori e ntation that p e rmits said saw to cut said workpi e ce. 

(ii) a portabl e saw ass e mbly including: 

(a) a pow e r saw; 

(b) on e longat e d base plate to which said pow e r saw is adjustably mounted adjac e nt 
a first e nd, said adjustabl e mounting including mounting for both angular and arcuat e cutting 
motion of a saw blad e with r e sp e ct to said workpiec e ; and 

(o) a mounting m e mb e r attached to said elongat e d bas e plat e adjac e nt a second e nd 
th e r e of, said mounting m e mber b e ing adapted to b e e ngagabl e by said third clamp and its 
coop e rativ e e ngaging surfac e to position said saw to cut said workpi e c e . 

3t (Cancelled) A combination, as claimed in Claim 1, which includ e s: an index plate 
mount e d ov e r said bas e plat e and said index plat e i s sel e ctiv e ly rotatabl e with r e sp e ct to said 
bas e plat e e nabling s e l e ctiv e angular positioning of said saw to cut a workpi e ce mount e d to 

3. (Cancelled) A combination, as in claim 1, wh e r e in: at l e ast two of said e ngaging 
surfac e s ar e oppos e d and in a parall e l, back to back ori e ntation with r e sp e ct to e ach oth e r, 
and said third e ngaging surfac e is orthogonal to both. 

4. (Cancelled) A combination, as claim e d in Claim 2, wher e in: said rotatable ind e x 
plat e furth e r includes a positioning handl e [m e ans] for s e l e cting a specific angl e at which th e 
workpiece is to be cut. 
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5. (Cancelled) A combination, as claim e d in Claim 1, wherein: said [mounting 
devic e includ e s a base plat e , and said means for rotating includ e s an] ind e x plate [mounted 
ov e r said baso plat e and rotatable with resp e ct to said base plate, and said m e ans for rotating 
furth e r including a] positioning handl e is mounted to said ind e x plate and is sel e ctiv e ly, 
lockably e ngag e abl e with said bas e plat e . 

6. (Cancelled) A combination, as in claim 2, wh e rein said saw is pivotally mount e d 
to said index plate for said arcuate motion, and which includes: 

a m e asuring devic e connected to said vis e to measure a l e ngth of th e workpi e c e , said 
m e asuring devic e including a measuring el e m e nt e xt e nding substantially parall e l to said 
workpi e ce, and m e ans for s e l e ctively adjusting th e l e ngth of the measuring el e m e nt to 
accommodate th e length of the workpi e ce to b e cut. 

7. (Cancelled) A combination, as claim e d in Claim 6, wh e r e in: 

said m e asuring d e vic e furth e r includ e s a m e asuring stop position e d at a distal e nd of said 
measuring e l e m e nt and e ngageabl e with an e nd of the workpi e ce to b e cut. 

8. (Cancelled) A combination, as claimed in Claim 6, wherein: said index plate 
includ e s a positioning handl e mount e d to said ind e x plat e and is s e l e ctively, lockably 
ongagoablo with said baso plate to hold said saw in a d e sired position to thereby achieve a cut 
of a d e sired angl e on the workpi e c e .

1 1 . (Cancelled) A combination, as in claim 8, wher e in: at l e ast two of said e ngaging 
surfaces are oppos e d and in a parall e l, back to back ori e ntation with r e sp e ct to e ach other, 
and said third e ngaging surface is orthogonal to both. 

12. (Cancelled) A combination, as in claim 11, wherein said first engaging surface 

and its cooperating clamp e ngages a support, said s e cond e ngaging surfac e and its 
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cooperating clamp e ngag e s a workpi e c e , said third, orthogonally ori e nt e d e ngaging surfac e 
and its coop e rating clamp e ngag e s and retains said ba se plate mounting m e mb e r, said 
workpiec e is adjust e d in s aid s e cond e ngaging surfac e and its engaging clamp for cut off by 
said saw at a d e sir e d l e ngth, and said index plat e is adjust e d to provid e a s e lect e d angl e of cut 
of said workpi e c e . 

13. (Cancelled) A combination, as in claim 2, wh e r e in said bas e plat e includ e s a 
stabiliz e r m e mb e r adjac e nt to said mounting m e mb e r ori e nt e d to e ngag e a portion of said 
vic e bas e e ngag e d by said mounting m e mb e r. 

14. (Currently Amended) A portable saw base assembly for use with a power saw 
for angle and compound cuts of workpieces comprising in operative combination: 

a) an elongated, generally planar base plate having a first end and a second end, a top 
face, a bottom face and front and back side edges; 

b) a mounting member secured to the bottom face of said base plate adjacent said first 
end thereof, said mounting member being oriented generally normal to the plane of said base 
plate and projecting downwardly to permit securing said mounting member in a [ vertically 
oriented ] vertical orientation in a vice so that said base plate is both cantilevered from said 
vice and oriented generally horizontally, and a workpiece to be cut is oriented generally 
parallel to said front edge; 

c) an index plate pivotally secured to the top face of said base plate adjacent said 
second end therof, said index plate having a top face; and 

d) a saw mounting member secured to said top face of said index plate for pivotally 
mounting a power saw so that saw is movable in a downward cutting arc. 

15. (Previously Added) A portable saw base assembly as in Claim 14 wherein said 
index plate includes a lockable handle permitting said index plate to lockingly orient said saw 
with respect to said base plate for preselected cuts at an angle to said front edge to permit 
cutting said workpiece at said preselected angle. 

16. (Previously Added) A portable saw base assembly as in Claim 15 wherein said 

saw mounting member comprises a generally vertically oriented bracket having a pivot pin 
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for mounting said saw thereon. 

17. (Previously Added) A portable saw base assembly as in claim 16 wherein said 
mounting member comprises a cylindrically shaped pipe or rod, and wherein said front edge 
of said base plate includes at least one fork member adjacent to and spaced from said 
mounting member to engage a portion of said vice to assist in stabilizing said base plate. 

18. (Previously Added) A portable saw base assembly as in claim 14 which includes 
a workpiece supporting tray securable to a workpiece securing vice, said tray being oriented 
generally parallel to the front edge of said base plate. 

19. (Previously Added) A portable saw base assembly as in claim 15 wherein said 
base plate and said lockable handle cooperate to permit said saw to be locked in selected ones 
of a plurality of preselected angles, including at least one of left and right in the range of 
from 22 l/2°to 90°. 

20. (Previously Added) A portable saw base assembly as in claim 14 which includes 
an adjustable length measuring member disposed adjacent said front edge so that the length 
of a workpiece to be cut can be gauged. 

21. (Previously Added) A portable saw base assembly as in claim 20 wherein said 
length measuring member includes a stop flange adjacent said saw location and a locking 
member to lock said measuring member at a selected length. 

22. (Currently Amended) A portable saw base assembly as in claim 14 [which 
include s a ] wherein said power saw [wbieb] includes an arm member adapted to be 
receivingly engaged by said saw mounting member of said index plate and permitting arcuate 
cut off motion of a saw blade of said saw and oriented a distance from a workpiece held 
parallel to said saw base plate front edge to permit cutting through said workpiece.
